a) combining said c e ll cycl e a protein R0101 and a candidate bioactive agent, 
wherein said protein comprises an amino acid sequence having at least about 95% identity to the 
amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO:2 and wherein said protein binds to proliferating 
cell nuclear antigen (PCNA) ; and 

b) determining the binding of said candidate bioactive agent to said c e ll cycl e 
protein R0101; wherein said c e ll cycl e prot e in R0101 compris e s an amino acid s e quence having 
at l e ast about 95% identity to th e amino acid s e qu e nce set forth in SEQ ID NO:2 and wh e r e in 
r,nid c e ll cycle prot e in R01Q1 binds to prolif e rating c e ll nucl e ar antig e n (TCNA \ wherein 
binding of the candidate bioactive agent to said protein indicates that the candidate bioactive 
agent binds to said cell cycle protein R0101 . 

16. (Currently amended) A The method according to Claim 15, wherein said ceH 
cycl e protein R0101 comprises the amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO:2. 

17. (Currently amended) A The method according to Claim 1 5, wherein said 
candidate bioactive agent is a member of a library of candidate bioactive agents and said eeH 
library is a m e mb e r of combined with a plurality of cells comprising a said r e combinant nucl e ic 
acid e ncoding said R0101 protein in step a) . 

20. (Currently amended) A The method according to Claim 15, wherein said 
binding modifi e s th e an activity of said cell cycle protein R0101 prot e in is modified on binding 
said candidate bioactive agent . 
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21. (Currently amended) A The method according to Claim 15, wherein step a) 
further comprises combining PCNA with said c e ll cycl e protein R0101 and the candidate 
bioactive agent. 
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
